12.Also there is no antecedent basis for "the sodium phosphate salt" as recited in claim 12. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments regarding the 103 
rejection are not persuasive. Although Ahmed is generally directed to dishwashing compositions, he states that the compositions can be 
used for bleaching laundry. Applicant is aware that all embodiments of the prior art must be considered. Applicant further states that 
Ahmed only states that chloramine-T is a hypochlorite liberating compound. In stating that fact, Ahmed is explaining the bleaching activity 
of the compound. That is why it acts as a chlorine bleach. 

Regarding the list of patents cited to rebut the rejection on "an effective amount", the examiner has reviewed 6,749,804 claim 1 wherein 
the effective amount is claimed on the last line of claiml and US 6,616,892 claim 1 wherein the effective amount is defined as reducing 
the effect of the production of odors from ammonia and odors from nitrogen and sulfur bearing compounds. The examiner finds no 
statements in applicant's specifiation as to the amounts of the stated components that are used in the composition or the effect of each 
component. Applicant does not have raneges or data showing what amount of salts will be effective to enhance stain removal; nor does 
applicant state in the claim that the amount is effective to enhance stain removal. 
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
